The ftinoral of Ralph O. Simpson, 
manager Of the Monrovia and JDuorte 
packing houses, and manager of the Ex­ 
change in rtiat district, will be hold 
this, afternon at 2 o'clock at the Rona- 
ker Brothers funeral parlors in Monro­ 
via.

Because of his exceptional ability in 
the fruit buflriess he became the man­ 
ager of the big Monrovia- and Duarte 
houses of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, and .also handled the work 
of the Fruit Exchange in that district. 


While here in Covina he was married 
to Miss 'Marie Widney,- who survices 
him.

What is moro to tho point in the 
minds of tho growors is whothor tho 
season prices will averago up woll, and 
there is no hesitation in saying that tho 
season is to bring forth satisfactory ro- 
sults. Thoro are still upwards of 150 
carloads of Covina valley unsold fruit 
rolling to tho oast, and much of this 
fruit is of the largest size, running 70 
po rcont to largo sizes in oach car. But 
tho managers all say that, they confi­ 
dently oxpect to bo able to roport a net 
avorago for tho soasou of very close 
to a dollar. No particular manager- i« 
willing to bo quoted on this matter, on 
account of tho uncertainty, but.enough 
fruit has sent back returns to make it 
reasonably sure that the dollar or thero- 
abouts will bo roturnod to the grower. 


Tho seasons of 1000 and 1010, which 
wore the times of prosperity in tho Co­ 
vina valloy, wore beasons when 
tho 
grower rocolved an avorago around a 
dollar net, or a llttlo loss. All groworH 
and shippors agree that a dollar for na­ 
vels moans a good profit, Tho conclu­ 
sion can bo drawn from this that tho 
Covina valloy .has emerged from tho. 
four yoarsjif depression, duo to freeze, 
flood and tariff deduction. 


In addition to tho flno showing of 
tho navel season is the prediction that 
valoncias 
aro 
go^ng 
to 
bring 
good 
prices, Tho estimates on the Valencia 
crops all indicate an unusually largo 
crop. It only remains to keep tho sum­ 
mer market from becoming o.ongostod.

Flood-Water Adopted 


On Thursday, April 20, an all-day 
meeting was held at the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce to consider plans 
for flood control in Southern California, 
over 100 delegates from the nine south­ 
ern counties 
(including city 
officials, 
supervisors and representatives of civic 
and commercial organizations) 
partic­ 
ipating. Local delegates included Eobt. 
H. Neely, C. J. Hurst, J. L. Matthews 
and C. A. Griffith. 


A permanent organization was unani­ 
mously adopted.' 


A plan suggesting some of the points 
which should be provided for in flood 
control legislation was represented: 


1. 
Legislation to bring about a bet­ 
ter control of flood waters, to be pres­ 
ented and endorsed by the State Water 
Problems Conference, created by 
the 
last legislature, to recommend legisla­ 
tion; providing local control of enter­ 
prises as far as possible; a state au­ 
thority to have right to harmonize and 
adjust problems between different coun­ 
ties and localities; requestion state ap 
propriation; requesting national 
gov­ 
ernment for appropriation; counties by 
a bond issue or tax levy (authorized by 
a special act) spreading over a number 
of years and levying a certain portion 
«ach year, to bear a large proportion 
of the cost; balance paid by property 
owners involved according to benefits; 
providing'plans for handling of pro­ 
jects comprising a watershed or a river 
system; another state reclamation board 
composed of men from Southern Cali­ 
fornia, who will have the same power 
over the southern territory that 
the 
reclamation 
board now has over the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valleys.

So called dry batteries are in common 
le for small electric call bell systems 
and private telephone lines and were 
nsed extensively for ignition on earlier 
makes of automobiles. 
Applying the 
word "dry" to the battery Is mislead­ 
ing, for there is no such thing as a 
"dry" battery. 
There never was, nor 
will there ever be. 


If it were dry no current 
wonld 
generate, as it reqqlres moisture to pro­ 
duce 
cbemico-electric 
activity 
when 
the circuit is completed from the plus 
to the minus elements. 


The so called dry battery is really an 
"Inclosed wet battery," wblcb* retains 
Its moisture to its limit of life, wheth­ 
er In service or n o t 
The limit of life 
depends on the stored capacity, bow 
frequently the circuit is applied ^to it, 
evaporation due to age. and deteriora­ 
tion of the conducting elements. 


The battery consists of a zinc cylin­ 
der case containing a carbon in the 
center, the Intervening space filled in 
with a paste compound of one part 
sine oxide, one part sal 
ammoniac, 
three parts plaster of parts and two 
parts water. 
The quantities are great­ 
er as the capacity of the battery is in­ 
creased. 


As soon as a circuit is completed a 
chemical combination is started, and 
the current 
flows 
from 
the Internal 
part of the tine to the carbon, then 
out from the carbon to the appliance 
and returns to the sine. 
The external 
terminals' of the battery are the re­ 
verse of the Internal. 


When th'e battery la exhausted it can 
be recharged by sending current into 
It from a close circuit battery, such as 
a nitric or sulphuric acid cell. 
Pour­ 
ing water through a small bole at the 
top of the battery Is an aid to the re­ 
turn of Its life, but neither this nor 
the former will restore the battery to 
Its- original 
efficiency.'—New 
York

THE MYSTERIOUS EAGLE. 


Curious Anoiant Monument Loft to Us 
by tho Indians. 


On the broad top of, a stony, rain 
gullied hill in middle Georgia 
there 
lies a very 
large eagle, 
concerning 
which conflicting stories are told. The 
one point that seems to be certain is 
that the Indians left the eagle as a 
legacy to the state. 
A hundred years 
from now it will probably be found 
lying on its back, with outspread wings 
and tall, even as it lies today. 
For it 
Is made of quartz rocks so cunningly 
placed that It would require a pick. In 
a strong man's hands to displace any 
one of them. 
The rocks lap and over*, 
lap In such a manner as to'represent 
feathers. 
No cement holds .them .in 
position, and th'e' stones vary :lh sjjtei 
weighing, from a half pound to three 
or four pounds. 
The image rests on a 
very firm foundation, 'for the stone­ 
work extends several feet into the 
ground. 


Onqe, perhaps twice, treasure seek­ 
ing vandals dug into the breast of the 
eagle, but the work must have proved 
too laborious, for the diggers gave up 
before they bad reached the bottom 
layer of overlapping stones. 


Rough but fairly accurate measure­ 
ments of the bird show the length of 
the eagle from the middle of the tall 
to the bead to be 102 feet and from 
tip to tip of outspread wings 120 feet 
The length of the beak is ten feet, 
and the height of the body at the cen­ 
ter of the breast is ten feet The eigle 
lies witti Us bead to the west 


Tradition does not give any satisfac­ 
tory explanation of the age or the 
meaning of the great stone mound. 
It 
may have had religious significance to 
the red men who built i t and it may 
be the burial place of some great chief. 
It is one of the most mysterious and 
most Interesting of prehistoric monu­ 
ments In the United States.—Youth's 
Companion.

DO YOU. BELIEVE IN A SQUABS DEAL? 
Next Tuesday there is to be a preferential primary in this state. Voters 
will go to the polls to ratify the selection of delegates made by the representa­ 
tives of the parties. There is only one contest in this state, and it occurs in the 
Republican party.

Unusually Large Fruit 
Problem of Season 


Covina Orange Growers'. Association 
Makes Splendid Average, However— 
Manager Gives Warning That Valen- 
das Must Be Shipped Over Long 
Period of.Time. 


Fruit of unusually large size, prevail­ 
ing throughout the valley this year, has 
been a problem which the Covina Or­ 
ange Growers' Association hag strug­ 
gled with ii\^ common jwith. other pack­ 
inghouses, but the manager says that 
/with the close of the.season this week 
he is able to see thftt the, season has 
been a profitable oner for, the grower. 
The ijrop has "not been .so heavy as has 
been the case in other years,. The asso­ 
ciation has shipped 180 carloads of na­ 
vels. In a statement made this week, 
the manager says: 


The question has been asked, "Have 
our growers had a prosperous navel sea­ 
son,? Are we getting back to normal 
conditions that prevailed prior, to the 
freeze, and is good old prosperity with 
ust 
. ... 


In answering that question, I am go­ 
ing to give the reader a few facts and 
he may draw his own conclusions. , 


Taking the statement as.compiled by 
the secretary of the Covina Orange 
Growers' Association, covering a ten- 
year period: We paid our growers 
$1.01 per packed box for every box of 
navels and $2.04 per packed box for 
every box of Valencias shipped during 
the past ten years.

As to the Valencia proposition, which 
is commencing to move, the estimates 
show at least 50 per cent increase over 
last > oar, accounted for in young acre­ 
age coming into bearing and more near-, 
ly a normal crop on old trees, compar­ 
ing well with the 1014- year when we 
shipped 180 cars of Valencies. 


As to the prices, that is a problem to 
be worked out in distribution. If the 
growers ship steadily, dividing their 
crop into the various months,'.picking 
from May to October, fair prices should 
prevail. Any undue rush" or holding 
back a large per&entage of crops for 
late pickings will defeat its own pur­ 
pose. We may see our $2.00 average to' 
the grower during some period pf the 
season, but it can only come about by 
careful distribution of the crop as a 
whole, and will not materialize at all 
should our growers hold a large per­ 
centage of their crop for late markers.:

LOCAL OFFICES POR HORTICULTURAL INSPECTORS. 


The establishment of an office room for horticultural inspectors in every 
Important farming and fruit-raising community In the'county, for the purpose 
of ibrlnging tho rancher, tbe inspector and the horticultural commissioner'; 
office in closer touch with eacb other, is a matter which this newspaper wishes io 
offer as a suggestion at this time. 


An inexpensive room, with telephone) where duplicate'reports of what 
being done In the district may be a ready reference for the rancher, is something 
which we believe would be a step forward in the work of this very valuable 
commission. The number of ranchers who and It possible to visit the hortleul 
tural commissioner's office in the ball of records in Los Angeles is a very neg^l 
gible quantity. The rancher Is confronted constantly by problems' which he 
knows to be Important, but which do not seem to warrant the spending of a day 
in Los Angeles for Investigation. The local inspector, when appealed to, can 
only give verbal information and refer them to the records In the horticultural 
commissioner's office, which are public records, but are not in reality available 
because of the hardship in getting to the office to inspect them. Duplicate 
records of the work in districts could be kept on file In these sub-offices, and 
would be, wo believe, of large Importance to the rancher in the run of a year. 


Every tree that is fumigated or sprayed in the county is reported on regu­ 
lar forms to tbe horticultural commissioner. These reports tell who owns the 
trees, how they were treated,'and the results obtained from the treatment. There 
is a monthly report of every activity in every district in the county. These 
would be valuable documents to the rancher if he bad access to them. 


Then, too, this office would serve to. place the Inspectors where they could 
be found on certain days in the week. It would be a headquarters for them, 
where communications could be filed, and.urgent wants made known. In Covina, 
for instance, the.same office would suffice for the two Inspectors who are in 
charge of the territory of Covina and its environs. In many of the communities' 
it would be true that one'office would servo for more than one inspection dis­ 
trict. 


We are advocating this Improvement in the inspection system for the rea­ 
son that we know tbe valuo of the big work being done by the office of the hor­ 
ticultural commission, and because we believe that this method will work) for 
better efficiency and a better understanding of what is being done month by 
month. 


The county horticultural commission in this county is one of the most 
important branches of the county government, when the rancher and fruit-raiser 
is taken into consideration. We would be glad to assist in making this commis­ 
sion more effective, more intelligible to tbe rancher, and of Increasingly more 
benefit to him. We beliuve that the rancher will see the benefit of sub-offices 
near his property and home. It would serve to clear away many petty com­ 
plaints that now hang fixe and finally get before the board of supervisors, when 
they epuM easily be settled in tbe district where tbe complaints originated. 


In other words, it would be placing the commission on a working basis 
similar to other branches of the work of ranching and fruit raising, where the 
rancher is in close touch with the people who are transacting his business. This 
is being published with tho sole desire of bringing the matter at once- to the 
attention of both tbe rancher and tbe commission. Some BUCU method should 
be adopted, as at tbe present time the county is too huge a territory to allow the 
commissioner and his inspectors to be in close cooperation.

Ventilation Is a Ssrlous Problem 
Building War Vassals. 


One of tbe most difficult problems In 
building u battleship is to. secure satis­ 
factory ventilation. • She is a very com­ 
plicated creature, made up of so many 
steel boxes, large and small, for tbe 
accommodation of officers, men, coal, 
ammunition und stores, dotted here 
and there with so many steel ladders, 
automatic lifts, steel 
b^ull^heads' 
:andj 
water- tight doors; varied here and there 
by miles of electric wires' belonging | o 
lights,. telephones, bells and- motqrs, to 
say nothing of tbe endless mileage' of 
pipes for Hooding,' draining, pumping, 
fresh water, fresh air or compressed 
air and speaking tubes. 


First in importance comes tbe venti­ 
lating of the boiler and engine rooms. 
When you begin to think of gangs of 
coal black demons working away in 
the bowels of the ship at a tempera­ 
ture of 120 degrees; when, too, yo.u 
commence to realize that unless the 
furnaces receive their required draft 
the speed of the battleship drops to be­ 
low that of her sisters in the squad­ 
ron, you appreciate the Importance of 
the steam driven fans to tbe furunces 
and boiler rooms. 
The supply of air 
comes down through large water tight 
trunks, which are continued right up to 
the weather deck, 
armored'gratings 
being provided at the protective deck. 


For ventilating engine rooms large 
electric fans are employed. 
So,. too, 
tbe coal bunkers have to be ventilated, 
owing to tbe gas which .the'coal gives 
off. 
This gas wben mixed with air 
forms an explosive, BO lp order to pre­ 
vent tho possibility of injury to mou 
or ship supply and exhaust pipes are 
fitted in such a manner* us to cause 
a current of air.—Pearson's Weekly.

T R I B U N E ' S DECISION. 


The Situation with respect to the Re­ 
publican presidential nomination does 
not change except in the direction of 
narrowing, the choice down more and 
more closely to Hughes and Roosevelt.

PARCEL POST MARKET 


INVOLVES BIO PROBLEM. 


' - One • of the difficulties encountered 
in the practical application of market­ 
ing by parcel, post is the matter of 
contact between producer and consum­ 
er. A producer in the country may be 
ready to do business by parcel post, 
but 4oes not know of a person in the 
city who wants hiB produce, whatever 
it may be; and the consumer in the city 
who desires to buy direct from the pro- 
duver -is handicapped by' not knowing 
where to find the farmer or producer 
who has the produce he wants. At­ 
tempts are being made to find satisfac­ 
tory methods whereby growers and con­ 
sumers may come, into contact with 


i. each other. 


There are only two reasons why *the 
consumer- should undertake the addi­ 
tional trouble in securing produce by 
mail. These are economy in cost and 
greater freshness of product. The dif­ 
ference .between the country and the 
city price must'be shared fairly be­ 
tween the producer and the buyer, and 
all transactions must be made with 
scrupulous honesty, for otherwise there 
is little prospect of making a success 
of parcel-ppst marketing and the bene 
fits which should accrue to both the 
fanner and his customer will be lost 
entirely.

pastry and thick coffee.

man's meal is still, more slmple-r-a 
chunk of bread and nn onion or a 
bunch of grape*. 


There; are. however, some dishes 
U(M)n the Turkish bill of fare which 
the returned westerner never ceases to 
regret 
Pilaff Is one. It is a food aa 
uutionul with the Turk.as the potato 
with fue Irish, us tuo cabbage with the 
German: It tukes a multitude of 
forms, but Its basic quality, its quali­ 
ty of being plluff, la derived from rice 
being cooked in such u way at to pre­ 
serve each grain firm and distinct The 
rice Is unpolished and lu cooking takes 
on a gelutluoue coat 
Sometimes it Is 
boiled lit muttou fat n rich, smooth. 
Inviting dish. Sometimes bits of roast 
mutton are mingled with it, when i t 
becomes a meat pudding of delicious 
flavor. 
It Is cooked with small car- 
rants and pine nuts, fragrant and spicy. 
It is stuffed with' dates and flavored 
with orange peel:' but whatever Its 
form. At Is one of the treasuredisttmo- 
ries of a visit to the near east 
'< 


Eggplant ts.the foundation of anoth- 
>r favored, Turkish dish. It Is stuffed 
with Chopped onions and rice and cook­ 
ed In oil. It Is also stuffed with meat 
marrows and rice and steamed until It 
becomes. A culinary inspiration. Tb* 
•resterner, furthermore, learns to en- 
Joy many of the milk foods prepared 
by the Turks. 
Yaourt, cultured milk 
as thick as sour creanj. prepared from 
the rich milk of the buffalo cowl Is a 
satisfaction to the most pampered-din­ 
er. 
Chicken breast milk, made from 
grated chicken breasts;' jelly-like rice' 
milk, starchy-pudding, eaten with sug­ 
ar and rosewater, and yaourt, with 
chopped nutmeats, are other dishes. 


The Turks are fond of sweets. They 
prepare a kind of bread which they 
soak in honey and eat with rich cream. 
They also prepare pastry In strings 
soaked in honey. •'Meats, with the ex­ 
ception of mutton, are poor in Turkey, 
but then the Turk Is a good deal of n 
vegetarian. 


The Turkish porter, or hamal, dines 
on a chunk of bread costing a cent, to* 
gether, with a melon or a bunch of 
grapes or an onion or a piece of cheese, 
to the cost of another; cent, and con­

smooth film of shellac. The durability 
and gloss are dependent on this.

In 1883 lowlands in so'titbehli Loulsl- 
ati'd near the bayous suitable for grow­ 
ing sugar cane, corn and cotton could 
be purchased for '$3.50 an acre, and 
the prairie lands back from the Jbayous 
could be bought for $1 an acre. With 
almost the first crop under irrigation, 
however, t h e values showed,a marked 
rise and have continued to increase.

The first people to plant rice in south­ 
ern Louisiana, according to the Unit­ 
ed States geological survey," were the 
Acadians, who, after tbelr expulsion 
from Nova Scotia by the English* in 
175S. settled in considerable nuoaoeni 
In Louisiana. Their cultivation of rice, 
almost primitive in Its methods, was 
confined to the lowlands along the 
bayouB, the prairies affording pastor- 
age for the Acadians' herds of cuttle. 
Few of the lowland areas admitted of 
satisfactory drainage, and they were 
too small for profitable cultivation. 
The crops frequently failed tn years of 
deficient rainfall.' Attempts were made 
to.create additional water supplies by 
building (levees across low. sags or 
coulees at points higher than the cul­ 
tivated,areas, but generally,either the 
rainfall proved deficient*ot'the reser- 
Tolrs were too small.'' 


Little advance was made ' over the 
Acadian methods until rodent years. 
Experiments in unusually wet yea's 
4 
had,shown that'the soils pfi the prairies 
were adapted to the growth of "rice, If 
sufficient water was at band. This led 
to the trial of pumps as a means, of 
raising water from the bayous to the 
rice fields. So successful was the test 
that pumps were at pi|ce:sinstalled at 
many points, and in a few years tens 
of thousands of acres of previously al­ 
most,useless land,, lying ten'to seventy 
feet above the,bayous, «^re put under 
cultivation. The first large-pump was 
Installed in 1894 on the Bayou Plaque- 
mine, in Acadia parish, near Crowley.
